RACKET 



Rackets hayc been with us since the dawn of 
history. They ' are found in the customs of 
primitive tribes, through the civilizations of 
ancient Some and Greece as well as the Middle 
Ages when feudal lords and robber barons held 
sway. Now, in this enlightened Twentieth 
Century, rackets flourish as much as ever, though 
now they are more clearly defined. However, in 
the public mind there is still some confusion be- 
' tween legitimate business and certain types of 
rackets. In fact it is not uncommon for some 
businesses to degenerate into the racket category. 

Let's take as an example, a famous racket of 
ancient Rome. At this time of Julius Caesar, the 
wealthiest man in all Rome was Marcus Crassus, 
also the rarkcteer suprenw. Posing as a public 
benefactor, Crassus built up what was really the 
' first organized fire company, composed of squads 
of bucket-passers who were constantly on call. 

Naturally, the citizens subscribed for such 
service, so in 2 sense Crassus was providing the 
first fire insurance as well, except that he never 

Kid off. The more fires the higher the rate 
ause tiiere was mote work for Crassus's crew. 
So his organization included the first firebugs. 
It was their job to start fires in areas where 
people had failed to subscribe to the service. The 
burning of those sections was a lesson to the 
oon- subscribers. It also made Crassus's regular 
customers very happy, to know that they were 
living in districts where fires weren't likely to 
occur. 

Out of that, Crassus developed a real estate 
racket. He would march his bucket brigade 
jj)ead of the approaching conflagration and offer 
to buy property that was in the fire's path. Nat- 
'urally a man would sell a house cheap rather 
than wait for it to be burned out. But once it 
belonged to Crassus, he put his crowd to work 
to saveit. His outfit included the first strong- 
arm mob, too, because it couldn't stand 
competition from volunteer firemen. They had to 
be discouraged by slugging tactics. 

We don't have to go back to the times of 



-vMarcus Crassus to laugh at sucli outlandish 
practices. Only a century ago, America's big 
cities found therhselves in the grip of a very 
similar problem but with a reverse twist. Fire 
companies operated on a volunteer basis and 
their markers — some of which can be seen to- 
day — were placed on the sides of houses. 
Competition became so keen that one outfit 
would lie in wait for another and start a fiee- 
for-all when it came along. Fighting aver who 
was to put out the fire became a more urgent 
issue than putting out the. fire itself. 

That's one big reason why municipal fire 
companies came into being. Insurance companies, 
too, provide and encourage all forms of fire 
prevention and lessening of fire hazards. But 
1 the racketeers of today are the firebugs them- 
.selves. The schemes of "torches" who seek to 
swindle insurance companies, provide graphic 
stories. Arson is a crime now, punishable even 
by death in certain states, if committed in dwell- 
ings where human lives are jeopardized by the 
act. So this is an example of one racket that 
has been completely outlawed. 

One of the most notorious of rackets was de- 
veloped some twenty years ago, when a phoney 
life insurance company was used as a "front" 
for a lottery. On payment of ten dollars, a 
customer was given a hundred dollar 'policy" 
in the event of death within a short period arid 
at the same time was entitled to "dividends" 
whrch were to be paid by monthly "drawings." 
'Actually, people were paying ten times mort 
than their insurance was worth, the lottery be- 
ing the real thing they were buying. The small- 
fry racketeers who worked as "insurance agents" 
moved fast, but they didn't stay ahead of the 
law very long. The company folded so fast it 
couldn't even pay its own death claim. 

Without a doubt, the most insidious form of 
racket is the sort that poses as legitimate bus- 
iness, preying upon the average man's confidence 
in fair enterprise and recognized products- Often 
racketeers buy into some well-known company 



in Older to unload spurious goods. Theit plea is 
always that they have simply followed the pat- 
tern of big business. They do not trouble to 
add that they are referring only to the type of 
big business that has already been honeycombed 
by racketeers. 

There is an erroneous notion that brutality and 
violence are too crude for the modern big-time 
racketeer. That's the sort of propaganda that the 
racketeers themselves encourage. They simply 
have covered their methods by emphasizing one 
motive instead of another. Their favorite trick, 
for instance, is to play upon the greed of the 
victim. 

This is the basis of the famous "green goods" 
swindle which is really the granddaddy of its 
tribe. A customer was offered counterfeit money 
— subtly styled "green goods" in the circular 
he received — in return for ten percent of the 
amount in ordinary cash. That is, if he paid a 
hundred dollars in genuine money, he'd receive 
a thousand of the "green." 

To encourage customers, the gyps would mail 
them samples, suggesting that they pass a single 
dollar at the local bank and call it an accident, 
should the counterfeit be detected. However, it 
never was detected. The reason; the so-called 
"green goods" was actually genuine money, in- 
tended to convince the sucker as to the quality 
of the counterfeits that it was supposed to re- 
present. 

Customers who fell for this game were given 
t bundle of blank paper with a few genuine 
bills on the outside. At no time did the racke- 
teers violate the counterfeiting laws. From his 
standpoint, that made the game doubly safe. 
He'd committed no crime and the burden being 
oo the sucker, the latter would never s(]uawk. 
But the crime was actual, just the same. Today 
the law clamps down on all such swindles, re- 
gardless of the sucker's status. 

There is a good example in the case of the 
big con games where a dupe is deceived into 
betting a huge sum on a horse race. Always, 
the money is in cash which the sucker drew from 
the bank. All the sucker has to do is distort the 
story of how he paid the money. By simply 
daiming that he realized something was phoney, 
but paid up under threat, he puts the burden on 
the tackcteeers. It isn't a case of whether the 
sucker is right ot wrong. The real issue is that 
the racketeer is always wrong and therefore has 
no defense. 

The final appeal is that of sympathy, which 
in a sense is the meanest racket of all. This ii 
the type of swindle that everyone .should be post- 
ed tgainst, since it may strike anyone at any 
time. Bie sp^daUatt in thi» field «re liie oust 



contemptible of racketeers because they intercept 
funds which often would be given to a worthy 
cause. 

One type of phoney is the unhappy college 
professor. He shows up at the home of a boy who 
is away at college and chats cheerily with the 
family about their boy's prospects. Or some- 
times he drops in on an old alumnus, who hasn't 
been back to the campus for twenty years ot 
more. 

In either case, the pitch is the same. It winds 
up with the prof saying that he's low on funds. 
Of breaking down completely over some 
financial problem that he simply can't meet on 
a college professor's modest salary. The fond 
parents and the old grads fall for this and offer 
him a cash loan which he accepts gratefully and 
goes his way. The "professor" never stays for 
dinner if he can help it, because he doesn't want 
to lose time working a town. Needless to say, he 
isn't a professor at all, but a phoney who has 
familiarized himself with that particular college 
and has acquired his sucker lists from the pages , 
of its catalog. 

Of all the sympathy, ¥«)rkers, the worst are 
the hearse chasers. They spend their time read- 
ing obituary columns, llie meanest are the rack- 
eteers who ship unordered merchandise, usually 
on a CO.D. basis to the home of a deceased 
person, on the chance that the family will pay 
up. It's a safe bet from the grafter's standpoint; 
nobody can ever disprove his claim that the dead 
man ordered the goods. 

More daring crooks really play upon the 
sympathies of the bereaved family by claiming to 
be an old friend of the deceased. Later, while 
such a swindler is expressing mutual sorrow with 
the relatives, he brings up the matter of a loan 
that he made to his d(«r, dead friend. Chances 
often ate that he'll get it paid back out of in- 
surance or inheritance money. 

Actually, the racketeer never even knew the 
dead man, let alone loaned him any money. 
Vultures of this type play the obit columns and 
establish contact at funeral parlors. Along with 
being the meanest of rackets, it's one of the 
safest, as the swindler can play the mourner ut 
until he's sure of his ground. 

The adage: "There's nothing new under the 
sun" applies to most rackets. Usually the so-« 
called "new" swindles arc old ones with a fresh 
twist. There arc styles in frauds as well as in 
everything else and those styles keep coming 
back. 

Watch for that pattern, the glib, tehcarsett 
manner of the chap who knows aU the answers. 

Then you'll know that whatever he offers, it's '
